AUTO ON DETROIT'S 
INDUSTRIAL STAGE 


Motor City Assuming 
Lead as Aviation 
Center 


ETROIT, July 26.—De- 

troit is fast realizing 

her ambition to become the 

aviation center of the coun- 
try. 

A year ago only one concern in 
Detroit was actively engaged in 
making airplanes. Now there are 
sixteen firms manufacturing 
planes or accessories, and their 
combined resources, exclusive of 
Ford, approximate $5,000,000. 

Four companies may be said to 
be engaged in quantity production 
of planes; three companies are at 
work on experimental models, and 
there are several planes ‘fon the 
drawing board.” Within 60 days 
Detroit factories will be producing 
about fifteen planes a week, ac- 
cording to present plans, with ca- 
pacity for an even greater number. 

In résources and potential out- 
put the most important factor in 
the industry is the Ford Motor 
Company. Its new airplane fac- 
tory at Dearborn is nearing com- 
pletion and will be ready for occu- 
pancy within 30 days. This plant 
replaces the former Stout Metal 
Airplane Corporation's plant, 
which was purchased by Ford, but 
later destroyed by fire. Only the 
new three-motored plane, designed 
by William B.,Stout, will be pro- 
duced at this )lant. Parts for 
these ships are now being manu- 
factured. Capacity of the plant 
will be one plane 2 week, with 
facilities immediately available to 
double that output. 

The next largest enterprises in 
this district are the Stinson Air- 
eraft Company at Northville, the 
Buhl Verville Airplane Company 
on Scotten Avenue and the Hess 
Aircraft Company at Wyandotte.

The Superior Aircraft 
is building a three-seater commer- 
cial plane, powered with a Le 
Rhone seven-cylinder’ air-cooled 
motor that develops 120 horse- 
power and is expected to make

OT long ago we heard a dealer remark that he wished 
N he didn’t “have to give his customers service.” “I 
- could make a decent profit on my business if the service 
department didn’t eat up most of what I make in the sales- 
room,” he further explained. 

And not so very long ago the president of a big railway 
system told the world that he wished all commuters would 
stay off his trains. Then he might have a chance to make 
a decent profit on freight and through service. This railway 
system, through no fault of the present officers, has been 
operated as a receivership for many years. 

The analogy between these two cases is closer than it 
seems at first glance, because commuting traffic from the 
railroad's point of view means furnishing cheap and regular 
transportation to communities along its right of way. 
Handled properly it means the building up_of such com- 
munities, which thereafter depend on the road for supplies 
and freight carriage of all kinds. 

The service department of the automotive merchant 
exists to supply the customers who buy his cars with regular 
transportation at the most reasonable rate. BUT the mer- 
chant who supplies the service that keeps his patrons’ cars 
in operation and fails to make a profit on the servicing is 
headed straight for disaster. 

We venture to say that more automotive merchants have | 
gone out of business through failure to recognize this funda- | 

mental of good merchandising than through any other single | 
cause, even used cars. 
Motor car owners have grown more reasonable with 

the passing years. They are willing to pay a reasonable 
price for efficient service and the merchant who does 
not get an honest profit from honest service is no mer- 
chant. It is high time that the service department was 
accorded its rightful place among the other profit-mak- | 
ing functions of the automotive business. 


The Soviet to Build Cars 


HEN the Soviet government of Russia indulged in a 
reliability contest last year for both passenger cars 
and trucks, we remarked on the enlightened attitude of that 
body and a recent announcement makes this even more 
evident. During the reliability run, in which were entered 
cars from all over the world, the Russian engineers made a 
careful study of the various machines, of the various types 
of design and construction, that were proving adaptable to 
Russian conditions. And now motor cars are to be pro- 
duced in Russia, embodying the various units that seemed 
best suited to service in that country. There are to be three 
engine sizes using 67, 73 and 97 cubic inches cylinder 
capacity. It will be noted that all these fall definitely into 
the very small car classification. Evidently Soviet directed 
motoring is to be a practical utility rather than a luxury.

Edsel Ford was one of the finan- 
cial backers of the successful polar 
flight of Commander Byrd. The 
Wilkens Arctic expedition, which 
failed of its objective to cross the 
pole, but accomplished much in 
the way of exploration, was ex- 
clusively a Detroit project. 

More recently E. S. Evans, a De- 
troiter, prominent in aviation cir- 
cles, set a new around-the-world 


record, circling the globe (using 
airplane overland areas) in 28 
days, 14 hours, 36 minutes and 5 
seconds.

The company has been formed 
to take over Morris Motors and its 
subsidiaries, Morris Engines (Cov- 
entry), Hollick & Pratt, manufac- 
turers of bodies for Morris cars, 
and Osberton Radiators. The prof- 
its of these companies for the last 
three years are notable, when com- 
pared with the poor showing of 
the majority of British auto man- 
wfacturers: 1925, $6,177,725; 1924, 
$4,580,190; 1923. $4,756,660. 
Morris has built up his business 
out of accumulated profts, the 
amount of cash supplied previous 
to this issue being but £45,400. 
Today total net assets are put at 
£3,358,956, and goodwill and pend- 
ing contracts valued at £1,641,000. 
Morris made his first car in 1912, 
but it was not until 1921 that the 
public took serious interest in the 
Morris product. There was a boom 
in the British automobile trade the 
two years following the war, Prices 
soared, but Morris, realizing the 
shaky condition of the market, 
kept production very low and was 
not caught in the general slump of 
1921. When other manufacturers 
were burdened with expensive 


Morris now is concentrating on 
the export side of the business and 
is becoming a rival to Ford on the 
Continent and in the British do- 
minions. His sales of exported cars 
increased from 283 in 1922-23 to 
4,765 in 1924-25. 

Morris's success is due largely to 
the adoption of American methods 
in mass manufacture. During the 
general strike, only six of his 9,000 
employees answered the call of the 
unions. He does not pay them on 
the high American level, but bet- 
ter than do his competitors. —
